Kno wn Early 
I'nesday Ev >nin^. 


COLEMAN IS ßE-ELECTfil) 


St. Louis Went Democratio By 18,000. 
and Mayor Harrison Won Out 
in Chicftiro. 
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Tuesday’s election returns were 
known in the city early Tuesday 
ev ening, with the excep tion of the 
v ote on county sup erintendent of 
schools. 
In the city, p rop er, the 
citizens’ ticket, made up of demo­ 
crats 
and 
rep ublicans, 
was 
triump hal in ev ery instance ov er 
that of the socialists, the majorities 
being large in almost ev ery case. 
Only about one-third of the nor­ 
mal v ote was p olled, howev er, and 
v ery little interest was manifested 
in the election. 
For county sup erintendent of 
schools, Prof. G. L. Coleman, in­ 
cumbent, is re-elected, defeating 
Fred A. Benz, but all of the re­ 
turns are not yet in, and Mr. Cole­ 
man’s exact majority is not known 
at this time.

18,700 and will hav e control of the 
council. 
The democrats were also 
successful 
in 
Nev ada, 
Mexico, 
Rich Hill, Warrensburg, Kirks- 
v ille, Butler, Richmond, Excelsior 
Sp rings, Moberly and Jop lin. The 
rep ublicans lost Kirksv ille for the 
fiist time in forty years. 
The rep ublican tickets were suc­ 
cessful in Jefferson City, Colum­ 
bia, Carthage, Lamar and Clinton. 
In Chicago, Carter Harrison was 
elected mayor for the fourth time, 
his p lurality being 6,948. 
The 
democrats were also successful at 
Sp ringfield, while at Peoria the re­ 
p ublicans won. 
In Nebraska high license for the 
saloons was the imp ortant ques­ 
tion, and many cities v oted in 
fav or of it. The p rohibitionists car­ 
ried sev eral cities, and the rep ubli­ 
cans were v ictorious at Lincoln 
and Norfolk. 
There was v ery little p oli .icsin 
the Minnesota elections, the excep 
tion being at Mankato, where the 
democrats won a sweep ing v ictory.

Colorado, the 
rep ublicans 
were successful 
in 
Pueblo and 
Leadv illc. 
In Kansas, the rep ublican tickets 
won at Kansas City, Leav enworth, 
Weir City, Lawrence, Pittsburg, 
Hiawatha, Council Grov e, Abi­ 
lene, Fort Scott, Columbus and 
Wichita. 
The democrats won in 
Emp oria, Parsons, Galena, Ottawa 
and Butler.

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As the result of an effort to bribe 
John A. Lee, lieutenant gov ernor 
of Missouri, an information was 
filed Tuesday night in St. Louis 
against Daniel J. Kelley, legisla­ 
tiv e agent of the Royal Baking 
Powder Co. of New York, known 
as the alum trust, by Circuit A t­ 
torney Folk. 
The 
information 
alleges that 
Kelley sent to Gov . Lee a check 
for $i,oco by Robert L. Lee, his 
brother. 
It further sets forth that Kelley 
desired to obtain the gov ernor’s 
influence against the rep eal of or 
amendment to the alum bill by the 
Forty-first general assembly. 
Circuit Attorney Folk and A t­ 
torney General Crow Tuesday aft­ 
ernoon conferred at the Southern 
hotel and heard the testimony of 
sev eral witnesses, who will 
be 
used by the state in the p rosecution 
of Kelley, among them Lieut.-Gov . 
Lee, his brother, Robert E. Lee; 
Secretary of State Sam B. Cook 
and Josep h Tall, of Kahoka, says 
the St. Louis Rep ublic. 
At the 
request, of Gov ernor 
Dockery, Kelley was arrested in 
New York Tuesday morning, but 
telegrap hic adv ices in the ev ening 
said he had been p ermitted to go 
on his own recognizance. 
Chief of Detectiv es Desmond 
was called to the circuit attorney’s 
office as soon as the information 
was filed and requested to ask the 
New York p olice to again arrest 
Kelley. 
Gov . Dockery, 
in 
telep honic 
communication with Circuit Attor­ 
ney Folk last night, stated that he 
had telegrap hed to Gov . Odell, of 
New York, and that the gov ernor 
had assured him that he would 
order the arrest of Kelley. 
Detectiv e James 
Tracey was 
sent to Jefferson City for requisi­ 
tion p ap ers, and, as soon as they 
are signed, will dep art for New 
York to bring Kelley to St. Louis. 
An arrangement has been made to 
hav e Gov . Odell honor the requisi­ 
tion immediately. 
Witnesses say |20,ooo was dis­ 
tributed by Kelley among members 
of the legislature; that about six­ 
teen members accep ted the bribes.
